RICHMOND CONSOLIDATED MINING COMPANY. 


The ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the 

Cannon-street Hotel on Tuesday, 
Mr. Guo. Hopkins C.E., (the Chairman) presiding. 

Mr. HuBERT AKERS (the secretary) read the notice calling the 
meeting, and the report and accounts were taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN said: Gentlemen, I will at once proceed to make 
a few remarks upon the report and accounts, The accounts which 
we have met to consider to-day are not such as we have been 
accustomed to in the Richmond Company in years gone by— 
that is to say, they do not show the amount of profit which we 
have been accustomed to—but I think, when we come to examine 
them more closely we shall see we really have yet much to be thankful for. 
There has been for some time past a“ wave” of depression passing over all 
mining companies, and the Richmond seems to be no exception. Indian gold 
mines seem to have collapsed altogether, and American mines seem very little 
better, and there are very few mining companies,I am sorry to say, whose 
shares stand at a premium. One of the most striking examples of what I am 
alluding to is the case of our neighbour, the Eureka Consolidated, whose shares 
stooda short time since, at 70, and they are now as low as between 2 or 3, and 
I think they have been lower still than that. I cannot but remember that, 
six or seven years ago—Mr. Elliott will remember it well—when our shares 
were very much the same price as now (between 3/. gnd 4/.), and things 
looked very black; but within a few months we opened up bodies of ore 
which have produced nearly 200,000 ozs. of gold, 6,000,000 ozs. of silver, 
and 50,000 tons of lead—of a total valne of 3,114,616/., the net profit on which 
has been 757,206/., and the dividends paid 614,251/., or 11/. 7s, 6d. per share. I 
do not mean to say this will happen again, but this ought to bea little encou- 
ragement to the shareholders. We, at that time, had not the slightest idea 
that we should strike such a body of ore, Now, gentlemen, you will see that 
the accounts for the year givea profit of 30,000/., and the shareholders have 
had divided amongst them 27,000/., or 10 per cent. perannum. Although we have 
smelted something like 10,000 tons of ore less than in the year before, yet our 
profit for the year is as — as it was last year within 112/. Now, the reason 
for this satisfactory working—for I think you will agree with me that it is satis- 
factory—is to be foundin several things, The expenses have been reduced ; 
true we have purchased a much larger quantity of ore than we did last year, 
having paid for purchased ores 48,357/., as against 24,465/. last year, which is as 
near as possible double, and averaging it with our own ore it has assayed $57, 
against $50, in round numbers, last year, which is a considerable increase ; and 
the yield per ton from that ore—and this I think shows that the smelting has 
been done exceedingly well—has been $52°73, as against $44°19, or an increase 
of about $8% per ton, the difference in the assay being $7. The refinery, as in 
times gone by, has aided you very much in making this profit, and I must not 
forget to mention that the speiss, which has been worked to a considerable 
extent this year has been a very important factor in the making of the profit 
which we haveearned. The total production of bullion for the year is 14,750 oz i, 
of gold, 479,064 ozs. of silver, and 3256 tons of lead. I dare say many of you know 
without my telling you that the last winter has been the severeet and longest, 
which has ever been known in Eureka. The ground for six months has been 
covered in snow, and it is only within the last week or two that it has 
disappeared. They had have to smelt under the greatest possible difficulty—so 
great that I think had they foreseen what the weather was going to be thev 
would have shut the furnaces up at the commencement of the winter, and I 
think it would be wise if they had done so, because smelting under these circum- 
stances does not bring to the company e very large profit. I am afraid that 
the advantages of carrying on our work in a season of that sort are en- 
tirely with the smelters, miners, and the population of Eureka; the com- 
pany, I fancy, make a very small profit under these circumstances, 
the work has been most trying. However, to the credit of those who had 
the management out there we have continued to smelt continuously, and I will 
just mention incidentally that our furnaces have had the longest runat any time 
during the formation of the company. They have been in continuous blast for 
three years‘ since July, 1881—a thing which was never known before. With 
reference to the explorations which have been carried on continuously, while 
not opening up such orebodies as we hoped to have found, they have not 
been so barren as is generally’ supposed. We have taken ore out of the mine 
throughout the year, and have, as a matter of fact, taken out, in round num- 
bers, 10,000 tons, or an average of about 200 tons per week, and the little body of 
ore which we discovered a short time ago in the 3C0 level opened out to some+ 
thing like 1000 tons of ore; and, what is moreto the purpose, it is of very gocd 
quality. So that our explorations have not been altogether unattended with 
success. The smelting expenses are, as nearly as possible what they were last 
year—$11°72 per ton, as against $11°66 perton. The mining expenses have ir- 
creased from $13 last year to $15°83; this is occasioned by the difficulty we 
have had in taking ore from the mine,'which has been obtained from so many 
different parts of it in smaller quantities, and the small quantity of ore taken 
from the mine in comparison with former years; both these circumstances 
tended to increase the cost per ton. Now, gentlemen, with reference to the 
lead, we have, as you see,a large quantityin hand. It was expected on the 
other side that the lead market wouldimprove. You know my views on this 
matter. I have expressed them to you before. Mr. Probertand our agents on 
the other side still think we acted wisely in not parting with the lead at the 
low price; perhaps they may be right, I hope they are. On May 22 he writes— 
‘There has been a bad financial crisis in New York, which of course does not 
help us as regards the lead market, and trade is worse than ever tn consequence. 
The production is, meanwhile, very much below the average; the supply even 
with the limited demand must be short for the year. There Is another letter 
from Mr. Probert, in which he says that the holding of such a large stock of 
lead will be found very much to our advantage in every way. Having made 
large profits in years past by holding the lead, I only hope it will be with the 
same satisfactory results now. In 1879 lead went as low as 2% cents, or about,

Mr. Harr seconded the motion, which was carried,and the meeting broke up. 





CHILE GOLD MINING COMPANY. 


The adjourned ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held 

at the City Terminus Hotel, Cannon-street, on Thursday, 
Mr, JoHN HARVEY in the chair. 

Mr. J. S¥KES WRIGHT (the secretary) read the notice convening 
the meeting, and the minutes of the preceding meeting were read 
and confirmed. 

The CHAIRMAN said: Gentlemen, this, as you have been advised, 
is the adjournment of the meeting which ought to have taken place 
a fortnight ago for the full discussion of the accounts and the report 
of the directors for last year. The report has been in your hands 
for some time, and I take it for granted that you will take it as read. 
It was certainly very disappointing at the last meeting to be obliged 
to ask the shareholders who then came to defer their criticism on all the points 
that they no doubt came to be enlightened upon. The board, however, had no 
choice, as, after the circular that had been sent to them, it would have been 
manifestly unfair to the general body of the shareholdersto have entered into 
details on that occasion. I propose now going fully into the whole matter ; and 
I shall be very glad, before putting the motion for the adoption of the report, to 
answer any questions that the shareholders may wish to put. I confess that we 
are all disappointed on this occasion to meet the shareholders without being in 
a position, as we confidently hoped last year, of being able to declare a divi- 
dend, if not from the actual workings of 1883, at all events from the re- 
turns of the current year. In this, ‘however, we have been disappointed. 
The returns, instead of increasing, have fallen away, The reason for the 
falling off in the returns, as you will see, is, in the first place, due to the 


absence of miners in the first two months; and, since then, it would appear, | 


from the rep rts which have been received from the manager—and it is 
only the latest mail which has brought us the information —that the ore 
which he had been extracting from the No. 1 shaft contained practically little 
or no gold. He does not give the reason for having passed this stuff through 
the mill, but it is satisfactory as showing that the ore from the old workings — 
that is from the No. 4 shaft—maintains its former quality, and that it is only 
the large quantity of poor ore from the No. 1 shaft which has reduced the ave- 
rage to such a low point. We have sent out instructions that no more of this 
ore is to be crushed. However, on last year’s working, after allowing for 
all possible expenditure there was a profit of 9973/.—that is after deduct- 
ing the interest upon the debentures then issued for some 65,000/., and 
allowing asum of 1699/. for extraordinary expenditure. That latter sum is 
a portion of the preliminary expenses, and which the board considered it ad- 
visable to write off by annual instalments for five years. No doubt bad that 
been allowed to appearin the revenue azcount the profits would have been so 
much more, but it would have been delusive to the shareholders, Since Mr. 
Nicholson went out he has sent home as his belief that the deeper the workings 
in the Chile Mine are carried the richer will be the quartz, For a considerabie 
time we were prevented sinking, because the pumping machinery as handed 
over by the vendors was not suitable for the work to be done. That has been 
remedied to a considerable extent, and we are now sinking. He is about, we 
learn by the latest advices, to commence stoping by 100 feet stopes in the 
bottom of the mine, and the assays sent home—not from picked stuff, 
but, it is stated, from fair average samples—give 8 ounces to the ton. It 
is, of course, impossible to believe that the whole lode will go like that, 
but it is satisfactory to know, at all events, that there are bits of it so 
rich. Ihopein the course of a month or two, when the returns from the mill 
give the results of the crushing from these stopes, that our returns will be ma- 
terlally improved. With reference to the accounts, the fir-t two items on the 
debtor side of the accounts require no explanation—the share capital and the 
debentures. Nor, indeed, does the interest on the debentures. With reference 
to that, I can only say that the interest was fairly earned, and that during the 
middle portion of the year. At this time last year we were in very rauch the 
same condition that we are in to-day. The real difference on the five months’ 
returns is that we are 650 ozs. worse off than last year. Then, the liabilities at 
the mine—wages, salaries, and sundry accounts unpaid—stand at 25,557/. 19s. 5d., 
and the liabilities in London—cost of supplies ordered, &c.--amount to 
28461. 148, 2d. [The Chairman gave the details of these two items.] Last year 
we found it impossible to give a profit and loss account, as the accounts were su 
mixed up. We, therefore, adopted the plan of placing the whole of the outlay 
to the debit of the company, crediting it with the amount of gold received. The 
next item on the credit side of the account is that of new mining concessions— 
13,686/. 48. Sd. These the board wore, unfortunately, to some extent compelled 
to buy. We had no wish toinvest the company’s money in further extensions 
had they not deemed it absolutely necessary to doso. The new concessions 
comprise the Austin No, 9, which figures in the accounts for 8453/. Of that sum 
about 4(00/. has been spent in sinking the new shaft, and the legal expenses have 
been about 3000/., sundry small expenses making up the difference. I have ex- 
plained more than once with reference to that property that for this property 
there were three claimants—the Guayana Company, a man called Snell, and the 
Nacupai Company—alias the Nouveau Monde Company. It was advisable 


that this property should be bought by the company, and we were 
advised by counsel that the rights of the Guayana Company were 
material. We, therefore, agreed to purchase those rights, and we also bought 


the rights of Snell for a small consideration, and we offered to buy the very 
shadowy rights of the Nacupai Company fora consideration. They declined to 
enter into any negociation, and they went to law on the subject, with the re- 
sult, so far, that they have lost three actions. You will thus see that it would 
have been better if they had come to terms with us in the first instance. That 
interfered with the rights of the Guayana Company, but they had in the mean- 
time acquired some valuable land to the south of the Chile Mine, and they 
agreed to hand over a valuable concession, called New Mexico, for the money 
which they had received from the Chile Company. That accounts for the ac- 
quisition of that property—a property which otherwise would not have been 
purchased, It is by all accounts a most valuable property. The Government, 
since the decision given in favour of the Chile Company, have declared the 
Austins all lapsed ; but we believe that an arrangement wil! be come to favour- 
able to the company. We have had to stop work on the No. 5 shaft, on which 
we had spent about 4000/., but it is a saving to the company to stop work there 
for the present, as it had only gone down about 85 ft. The other property we 
have acquired is the piece of land from the Potosi Company. You have, I dare 
say, heard, ad nauseum, of the litigation between the companies on this matter, 
and I will only say that we have agreed to pay 25002. in cash and 2500/. in shares 
out of those which we received from the vendors as a return for the inferiority 
of the mine and the works, as compared with the report on which they sold it 
tous. I think I have now fully explained that item of 13,686/, The next item 
—buildings, plant and fixed machinery, office furniture, and sundry stocks and 
stores—speak for themselves. No doubt the expense of erecting machinery 
there is enormous, and probably the explanation of this is that, asin other 
gold mining countries, the expense of transit from the river to the mines is 
enormous. However, we have got the bulk of our machinery up there, and any 
further expenditure on that account will be limited, The next item is that of 
* expenditure incurred on account of the Mocupia and New York Mining Com 
pany, in settiement of which they have handed over 30,000 shares of this com- 
pany, which have not been realised and are in hand—16,561/, 17s, 5d.” The di- 
rectors had considerable difficulty in knowing what to do with these shares, At 
one time, it is true, they might Lave been sold by degrees, and we couli have 
realised 12s. 6d, to 15s. for them; but we were under no apprehension of the 
returns from the mine falling off; on the contrary, they were increasing, and 
we did not wish to have to pay interest on more shares than was necessary. 
We therefore held them over, and as the 16,561/. is the total of the actual cash 
outlay estimated by Mr. Nicholson for the repairs to the machinery handed 
over in bad condition by the vendors, we thought the best way of dealing with 
those shares was to place it against that outlay. Since the beginning of the 
year we have disposed of 2500 of them to the Potosi Company at par. That, with 


the 25002. paid in cash, makes up to a great extent the 65171. spent in concessions 


during the present year. The extraordinary expenditure in Venezuela is ton great 
extent money spent in law. We have, i believe, a verdict in our favour for 
about 3000/, on account of the Nacupai Company. We have not received it, but 
if we do it will go to reduce that balance. The preliminary expenses have 
been reduced in the way I alluded to before. There is no doubi that the acqui- 
sition of this piece of land from the Potosi Company will be of material advantage 
to this company. It lies in the middle of our property, and there is a very good 
shaft which will communicate with our workings, and so save the necessity of 


having to sink a shaft there in hard unprofitable ground that we should other- 
wise have had todo. With the results so far of No. 1 we have been disa; pointed, 
but from all the information we have received there is no doubt a very valuable 


lode is to be found there. It runs in a westerly direction from the Potosi old 
workings, and it was on or near this piece of land that the Potosi Company got 
out most of their gold, running 4 0zs. to the ton, and no doubt when we get 


to that place the returns will vastly improve. The lode of the Ohile Mine ts 


Generally the ore in No. 4 shaft is good, and were we able to raise a sufficient quan- 
tity to keep the 60 heads of stamps going we should make much better returns. 
If you refer to the monthly summary of the returns of gold you will see that 
we ran on the average about 42 heads of stamps, but this year we are running 
60 heads. We have now got our Corliss engine at work, and the consumption 
of fuel is reduced by about one-half from what it was when we were running 
only 40 stamps, so that there will be a considerable saving in the working ex- 
penses. We cannot say at present whether there is a small loss on the working 
or that we are square, but in any case the loss cannot be great, owing to the 
economy in the working and the decrease in the consumption of fuel. With the 
railway we are at a standstill, The surveys are all made, and if the money 
market were to take a turn, and the returns from the mine were to improve, no 
doubt that undertaking would be carried through successfully... Mr. Nicholson’s 
engagement with the company ends on the 31st of next month, and as he was 
unable last year to come home and meet the shareholders we deem it advisable 
that he should come home now before the expiration of his service with the 
company to consult with the board, and to give the shareholders any explana- 
tion they may require, The Chairman having referred to the want of capital, 
and to the difficulties with which the board have had to contend, expresse.i the 
hope that the shareholders would provide the necessary capital, and stated that 
the board were quite willing to place their seats at. the disposal of the share- 
holders. He then moved the adoption of the report and accounts. 

Mr. WILLIAM MACANDREW seconded the motion. 

Mr. SCHOFIELD thought the shareholders would have heard something from 
the committee which was appointed at a recent meeting of the large share- 
holders to confer with the board and investigate the affairs of the company. 

The OHAIRMAN said it was questioned at the last meeting whether the meet- 
ing of large shareholders had power to appoint a committee without coming to 
the general body of shareholders; but it would be propose to legally appoint 
such a committee, Perhaps Mr. May would state to the meeting his views on 
the matter. 

Mr. EDWIN May remarked that he could hardly inform them of anything 
which the Ohairman had not told them. It was true that a meeting of the 
large shareholders had been held, and that they were requested to find some 
money which it was absolutely necessaty to riise at once; but instead of finding 
the ane J the meeting thought it better to appoint a committee. The com- 
mittee, of which he was a member, had to find about 5000/..to pay the interest 
on the debentures, and they aecertained that a further sum would afterwards be 
required. The committee did not think they were called upon to go further 
until they received a commission from the general body of the shareholders. 
He thought there would be no harm in the shareholders deciding to increase the 
capital by the issue of preference shares. A committee could then be appointed 
to go into figures and see what amount was really required, and they might also 
consider the question whether or not it would be desirable to accept the resigna- 
tion of all or any of the directors, 

Mr. NewMaAN said he could not understand how they had a profit of 90001. 
with liabilities of 25,0)0/, and he move } as an amendment that before accepting 
the bilance-sheet a committee should be appointed to investigate the affairs of 
the company with power to call in clerical assistance if deemed desirable by the 
committee, 

Mr. MACANDREW replied that the accounts had been audited and approved by 
an eminent firm of accountants. The liabilities had nothing to do with the 
revenue account, The revenue account showed how the profits were earned. 
The company had liabllities, but they had assets to meet them. 

Mr. SCHOFIELD supported the remarks made by Mr. May. It was quite evi- 
| dent that the property was a good one, and as time advanced the facilities for 

working the mine would increase to such an extent that the costs would be 
| considerably reduced, more especially in milling and amalgamating the ores. 
| He was afraid that they had had extravagant people out there, but they were 

not alone in that. At present there seemed to be a great spirit of rivalry be- 
| tween the managers out there, and the sooner an understanding between the 
| companies was come to the better it would be for all of them, Mr. Schofield 
also congratulated the shareholders on the foresight shown by the directors in 
acquiring the piece of land for the Potosi Company. 

Mr. QuILTER having supported the proposition, Mr. Newman withdrew his 
amendment, and the report and accounts were unanimously adopted. 

A Committee of Consultation was then appointed, the following gentlemen 
to form the committee:—Mr. Brewis, Mr. Baillie, Mr. Young, Major Ramsay 
L’Amy, Mr. Fossick, and Mr. Freeland. Mr. Edwin May was pressed to serve, 
but was unable to do so owing to pressure of business. He, however, promised 
to assist the committee as an unattached member. 

The CHAIRMAN moved the reelection of the retiring directors, Sir Charles 
Clifford, K.B.,and Mr. Ernest Noel, M.P.——Mr. Pyke seconded the motion, 
which was adopted. 

Sir C, CLirrorD, in returning thanks, said Mr. Noel and himself would, with 
the other directors, place their seats entirely at the disposal of the committee. 

At the extraordinary meeting which followed resolutions were passed having 
for their object the increase of the capital of the company by the issue of pre- 
ference shares. 

The meeting closed with a vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors. 


CAMBRIAN MINE. 

A meeting of shareholders was held at the Cannon-street Hotel, 
on Thursday, for the purpose of hearing a statement by Mr. Fell, 
the convener of the meeting, with regard to the mine, and a pro- 
position to restore it to the shareholders. 

Mr. FELL said that within the last few days he had received about 
400 letters of the most kind and flattering description, and he took 


the opportunity of thanking the writers of those letters for their 
kindly sentiments. He had already informed them by circular that 
he was now once again the owner of the Cambrian Mines, It would 
be remembered that nearly three years ago he said that he would 
save these mines for the shareholéers. At that time there were many heads 
and many hands against him—very wicked, cunning heads, and very treacherous 
hands, From that time until this moment he had never wavered from his pur- 
pose, and now he had achieved it. He need not trouble them with all the ob- 
stacles he had had to contend with to attain his present position ; but he might 
say, figuratively speaking, that for three years he had never had his eyes off 
the Cambrian Mines, He had had to watch and wait patiently, but he was 
naturally most anxious for a day to come when he could justify his actions and 
vindicate himself, That day had now arrived. With regard to their mines he 
said without hesitation that they were the most valuable mines in the king- 
dom. The plan behind h'm showed their extent, and the samples proved their 
richness. The samples from the copper mine were taken from precisvly the 
same stopes as he found there years ago. Since that time 1000 tons of ore 
had been sold of the richest description produced by any mine in the 
kingdom. Not only was that so, but the returns compared favourably 
with any foreign copper mine sending ore to Swansea. With regard to the 
doings of the late Cambrian Mining and Smelting Company, hecalled it simply 
a litigation company: They took away 7000/. of ore, but not one penny went 
into the pockets of the shareholders; and beyond that, they carried on the un- 
miner-like operation of driving their levels away from the ore. All the state- 
ments he had made about that company had come true, and the latter statement 
he made on the authority of Captain Josiah Thomas, of the Dolcoath Mine. 
Captain Josiah Thomas recommended that some competent authority should be 
immediately employed to survey the several levels, so that their exact position 
and direction might be ascertained, and the best course of working for the 
future determined. At present, Captain Thomas said they appeared to him to 
be working in the dark, as they had no plan of any of the levels below the adit. 
Mr. Butler had confirmed the impressions of Captain Josiah Thomas. The 
copper mine was practically in the same condition as it was in when Captain 
Granville died; the only thing was that they would be able to utilise the work- 
ings, because by driving cross-cuts north they would get the lode, and then be 
able to drive on its course. The whole expenditure made by the original Cam- 
brian Company was about 10,000/.,and that produced ore that sold for 97002 
With regard to the lead mine, it had been proved to be, by the sales 
of ore, one of the richest lead mines in the entire world. The whole 
of the workings of this mine were embraced in 200 fathoms, and there 
had been nothing done whatever below the 30 fathom level, and practi- 
cally nothing had been done below the 20. The old workings were practi- 
cally unavailable. He had heard a good deal about the Cambrian Mines, but 
would like to give them a few reliable particulars. In 1698 the mines were di- 
vided into 4008 shares; at the time the principal proprietor was Sir 0. Pryse. 
In 1693 he refused 40,' 00/. for half his interest in these mines. Unfortunately 
soon after that the partners fell out and went to law, and the law suit continued 
till 1699 ; and the upshot of it was that in 1700 a company was formed called 
the Great Mine Adventure. That company was a most influential one, iis 
governor being the Duke of Leeds, and amongst its 800 shareholders there were 
many of the leading men of the kingdom, The company divided a profit of 
70,0002. a year from surface workings. They had a lode 5 (t. wide of solid ore, 
but nothing could be done by the company after they got below water level. 
The late Cambrian Company devoted the whole of their energies to the working 
of the copper mine, and the lead mine was neglected. He believed it was most 
important that the mine should be worked, and there was no reason why they 
should not strike the lode 5ft. thick. He thought he had said enough about 
the value of the mines; the question was the handing them back to the share- 
holders. The question was what amount of ore raised was he to have. He

A special meeting of shareholders was held at the offices of the 
company, Dashwood House, on Thursday,

Mr. W. J. LAVINGTON (the secretary) read the notice calling the 
meeting. 

The meeting was called for the purpose of considering the position 
of the company, and passing such resolutions as may be deemed 


desirable, either for raising fresh capital, or for winding up the

_ The CHAIRMAN said that, at the last meeting, it was hoped that 
six months would pass before it was necessary to call another meet- 
ing, but the output of lead had been reduced from 200 tons to 100 
tons per month, which exhausted the capital of the company sooner 
than was anticipated.

The OaregMaN, in reply to a question, said that at tie present price of lead 
they could not keep the mine going without a loss of about 500/. per month. 

A SHAREHOLDER asked how it came about that the output had diminished P—— 
The CHAIRMAN said the reason was that the stopes from which they got the 
greater part of the lead had worked out altogether. There had been fresh 
discoveries in the west part of the mine which were encouraging for the future, 
but not available for the present. To make them ‘available fresh capital would 
be required.

A SHAREHOLDER said that at the last mee ins Capt. Williams was sanguine 
that when the lode was met at the 120 level w-st a good mine would be met 
with. He was anxious to know how far that expectaiion had been realised. 

The CHAIRMAN said he would read the resolution which it was proposed to 
submit:— That the directors having, in their opinion, failed to obtain from 
the shareholders any practical suggestion for carrying on the company, feel it 
their duty to recommend the winding up of the same.” The directors hoped 
to have carried on longer ; but, as he had stated, the output had fallen off, and 
the directors had now only about 302/,in hand with which to carry on opera- 
tions, which would not carry on beyond another month, even including what 
was got out of the mine. If they passed the resolution which he had read, then 
a further resolution would be proposed for appointing the directors the liquida- 
tors of the mine, and thus put into their hands the power of negociating any

MAN said that vague offers had been made, but the directors could not do any 
thing till they had consulted the shareholders.

A resolution was then passed appointing the present directors the liquidators 
of the company.

CAPE COPPER MINING COMPANY. 


The twenty-first ordinary general meeting of shareholders was 

held at the Cannon-street Hotel, on Wednesday. 
Mr. EDWARD A, PONTIFEX (the Chairman) presiding. 

Mr. J, C. LEAVER (the secretary) read the notice calling the 
meeting. The report and accounts were taken as read, 

The CHAIRMAN said the accounts did not present such favourable 
results as those which had been presented at the last two general 
meetings. In 1881 they made a profit of 131,712/., in 1882 of 
145,464/.,and in the past year, 1883, they realised a net profit of 
101,1347. Still he thought in face of the adverse circumstances of 
business generally, and especially of the mining and metal industries, 
the shareholders should not consider that an unsatisfactory profit had been made. 
In bad times such as they were passing through a profit of 101,000/. made on a 
capital of 160,000, could uot be iooked upon as very disappointing. Nearly all 
the diminution of profit had been due to the further heavy fall which had taken 
place in the price of copper.

We trust, 
however, it will never come to this, but that lords and merchants 
will consider the price of metals and the dulness of business and trade 
generally, and exercise liberality and forbearance.

No one can claim the discount 
unless he pays by the day named, and it would be unfair to those 
who pay promptly to allow it. 

It was an Irishman who said “ when a thing stands still it goes 
down.” But there is much trath in the observation in regard to 
mine shares; forin the absence of business quotations gradually 
droop, and when buyers come in there may be sudden reactions.

The question as to why valuable stocks, 
whether rails, foreign securities, or anything else, are falling in value is in the 
present state of matters an absurd question, but for persons to be anxiously 
enquiring as to trade prospects is reasonable without doubt, for assuredly that 
is the question of the hour. Opinions are worth but little unless they are the 
result of successful argument. There are those who take a _ pessimist 
view of matters, and this class have up to the present moment always 
been wrong. They have never (we say it deliberately) done any good 
for themselves or for other people. They have been unfortunate, and 
have had no spring in them, and are, moreover, utterly devoid of all hope- 
ful feeling. Always below par themselves, they would like to keep 
everybody else there also; They say the prospects of trade are bad. 
We beg to be excused if we ask them to argue the point, and give us some solid 
reasons for their gloomy anticipations. They may point to Egypt, to our foreign 
relations, to the critical position of our Constitution, or to whatever else they 
like, and we fail to discover anything exceptional in the present state of the 
political or commercial world. We prefer to be guided by common sense, and 
are forced to the conclusion that there is a very bright future in the not far dis- 
tance. Time will tell who are right. Let those who think there is no hope sell 
their stocks; what they will then do with their money is another question ; 
but we have no hesitation in recording our decided conviction that those who 
part with safe securities will have cause to regret their action. We do not 
believe there has been, during the last 50 years, a more favourable time than the 
present for buying good speculative securities. Shares which, under ordinary 
circumstances, would cost 5/, or 61. each, can now be bought for 40s.; and past 
history teaches us that the men who have been suceessful have been those who 
have refused to do anything but buy in times like the present. Of course, one 
security is to be preferred above another, and it must be understood that we only 
speak to a general principle.

With regard to this latter fact, 
however, the growing requirements of the various colonies ought not to allow 
any falling off in their imports for several years to come, but from what has 
already been said it is evident sufficient has been stated to account for the un- 
favourable condition of the export trade.

There is a section on experimental physics by 
Prof. HOPPE ; whilst chemistry, experimental and theoretical, and 
practical laboratory work are taught by Dr, HAMPE, and chemical 
technology by Dr. WuNpERLICH. The department of mineralogy 
and geology, a most important branch to the mining engineer, re- 
ceives the exclusive attention of BerGratn Dr. von GRODDECK, 
the director of the School, and is arranged with much care and judg- 
ment. The text-books used for mineralogy are those of GROTH and 
NAUMANN. Special attention is paid to those minerals which are 
most important to the practical miner and geologist. Following 
the text-book of GRorn, crystallography is treated in relation 
to the physical properties of minerals. A rich collection of crystal- 
lographic models and instruments is used as an aid to study. In 
specially appointed hours practical exercises in the determination of 
crystals and crystallographic models will be arranged. In descrip- 
tive mineralogy the characteristics of the mineral species will be 
given in condensed abstract followed by the description of their 
geological occurrence. During the lecture students are allowed to 
| handle characteristic selected specimens from a special collec- 
tion, so that they become practically acquainted with the method 
of distinguishing them. 

In the Class of Practical Mineralogy the determination of minerals 
is performed by the simplest means, and the students are exercised 
in the rapid and sure observation of the most important mineralo- 
| gical characteristics. The observation of morphological and physical 
| properties, angle measurements with the common goniometer, cleav- 
| age, hardness, lustre, colour, streak, &c., is followed when necessary 
| by testing with acids and the blowpipe. Special attention is paid to 
the determination of ores and other useful minerals, especially in com- 
| pact masses. In Palwontology, alsounder BerGRaTH Dr. VON Grop- 
| DECK, the course aims at imparting a systematic acquaintance with 

the chief characteristic forms (animals and plants) of the geological 
jages. In the course of the lectures reference will be made to the 
illustrations in the “‘ Elemente der Geologie” of Dr. H. CREDNER, and 
in the Lethaea Geognostica (the “ Lethaea Geognostica,” as well as 
a good collection of fossils, is always accessible to the students at 
the rooms of the “‘ Maja” scientific society). During the lectures a 
detailed description of the selected fossils will be given. A special 
collection is accessible to the students, {n hours specially appointed 
the characteristic forms will be demonstrated in the fossil collection 
of the institution. For Geology the text-book recommended is that 
of CREDNER, and special attention will be paid to the numerous highly

INSPECTION OF MINES, AND THE GOVERNMENT. 


The debate in the House of Commons on Friday night (after last 
week’s Mining Journal was at press) fully justifies the views we ex- 
pressed, and proves Mr. THomMAs Burt to be an able and worthy 
successor of Mr. Macdonald as the leading representative of the 
working colliers. He is naturally anxious for the welfare of the 
class he represents, and, therefore, puts forward their claims in the 
strongest possible light; but he displays a willingness to recognise 
what is and what is not practicableand desirable in connection with 
the management of collieries, which is far better calculated to induce 
increased efforts to reduce the death rate in collieries than is much 
of the extravagant statements and claims of the delegates outside 
| the House. Mr. Burt, in moving “that, considering the great deve- 
| lopment of the mining industry of Great Britain in recent years, the 
| number and extent of the mines, their increasing depth, and the 
large number of persons employed therein, this House is of opinion 
that the time had come when there should be an addition to the staff 
, of Inspectors of Mines,” said it would not be necessary to dwell upon 
| the importance of the mining industry of the United Kingdom. Its 
| importance was sufficiently shown by the number of men and boys 

employed in connection with it—560,000, and the value of the mate- 
|rial which was in staple. If our coal supply were stopped nearly 
every industry in the country would be stopped also. Mining was 
carried on at a very great sacrifice of life and limb. From 1851, 
when the authentic records began, up to the present time, more than 
$5,000 lives had been lost in our coal mines alone. During the last 
ten years the total loss of life in coal and metal mines had reached 
the amount of 12,170, the average being 1217 per annum. Last year 
the lives lost were 1140. There were in addition to accidents caus- 
ing loss of life countless minor mishaps in mines. The late Mr. 
Macdonald, in 1878, estimated the number of persons injured in 
mines at 5000 per annum. That was thought to be an exaggerated 
estimate, but in reality it was considerably below the mark. By 
one relief society alone 14,929 persons who had received injuries 
while mining were given assistance in one year. Last year the total 
number of persons belonging to such relief societies who were injured 
was 44,579, out of a total membership of 224,000, Many of the 
accidents were, fortunately, not very serious, although sufficiently so 
to throw the men out of employment. He gladly recognised that 
Parliament had in the past done a good deal with the object of re- 
ducing the number of accidents, and in recent years there had been 
a corresponding constant and steady diminution in the loss of life. 
[hat ought to encourage the House to persevere in the path which 
it had begun to tread. Still greater provision ought to be made for 
the inspection of mines, and the system upon which they were ma- 
naged ought still to be improved. In 1851 only four persons were 
employed as Inspectors ; subsequently the number was increased to 














interesting geological sections in the neighbourhood of Clausthal. 
The Practical Geology consists partly in the determination of rocks 
and fossils in the collections, and partly in geological excursions’ 
The determination of rocks and fossils is usually pertormed in the 
summer term in certain hours of the practical mineralogy. On suit- 
able days excursions are made in the environs of Clausthal. In 
these excursions the students receive instruction in the preparation 
of geological maps. In mining and metallurgical excursions to the 
more distant districts the geological peculiarities are pointed out 
as fully as possible. The Study of Mineral Deposits is conducted 
acording to the Professor’s (VON GRODDECK’s) own text-book. The 
course is to be regarded as a supplement to those on mineralogy, 
geology, and mining. The form and dimensions of mineral deposits, 
their relation to the country rock, and the nature of their contents, 
are first treated in the general way, after which the clearest possible 
pictare of many local forms is presented in a systematic order; the 
occurrence of coal, salts, ores, and other useful minerals and rocks, 
being thus considered. A rich collection of maps and plans of 


six or seven, and now there were 14 chief Inspectors and 12 assistant 
Inspectors. For a long time it was the view of the Home Office that 
the Inspectors should never visit mines except after an accident, or 
unless they were sent for. Latterly that view had been repudiated. 

Although it is not quite clear, Mr. Burt's object would appear to be 
to create a class of deputy-Inspectors, for he remarked that the late 
Home Secretary issued instractions to the Inspectors, telling them 
that they must visit mines when requested, even when requested in 
unonymonus communications, and they ought to visit them as often 
as possible unexpectedly. That was an important step in the right 
direction, but no increase was made by the right hon. gentleman in 
the number of Inspectors. He made no complaint whatever of the 
Inspectors. Those of them that he was acquainted with performed 
their duties with great intelligence and ability, and, as a body, he 
believed Inspectors would bear comparison with any class of public 
servants in the zeal and earnestness which they brought to the dis- 
charge of their important duties, But when the House took into 
consideration the great number of mines, their area and ramifica- 
tions, the enormous increase of clerical work constantly devolving 
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TECHNICAL EDUCATION IN GERMANY—THE CLAUSTHAL | 
SCHOOL OF MINES. 


The industrial value of the technical knowledge obtainable in Ger- 
many and in England respectively has been so frequently compared 
in favour of the former that the issue of the new prospectus of the 
Clausthal Mining School may be utilised as an opportunity for giving | 
an outline of the manner in which the business of that Institution is | 
carried on, and how the satisfactory results obtained aresecured. The | 
object in view is to enable students to obtain such technical scientific | 
education as will qualify them to become managers of large mining | 
and metallurgical works. To this end care is taken that nothing unless 
absolutely necessary is included in the curriculum, that all incladed 
is taught thoroughly, and that the fees are reasonable. To ensure } 
the exclusion of half-tanght and unworthy students the conditions 
of matriculation are carefully attended to, the rank of Student in 
the School (Pergakademiker) being a guarantee that the bolder has 
satisfied the Principal that he has received a sufficient preparatory 
education in one of the Public Schools of the country, or, if he | 
be a foreigner, that he has passed through a similar training. If the | 
admission certificate be regarded as equivalent to four or five of the | 
highest certificates now awarded by our Science and Art Depart- | 
ment, a fair idea of the entrance examination at Clausthal may 
be formed. Those with somewhat less previous education can 
be admitted, but as Hospitanten only, though they can become 
Bergakademiker at the end of the year if they can then pass the 
necessary examination. The aim of the practical preparatory course 
is to give to those persons who wish to be admitted to the School of 
Mines, but are wanting in the practical preparation for it, an oppor- 
tunity of becoming acquainted with mining, ore dressing, and smelt- 
ing, by means of inspecting works, machines, &c., as well as by their 
own work, so far as is necessary to enable them to understand the 
lectures relating to those subjects. The course begins every year in | 
the first week after Faster, and lasts 24 weeks: of these eight weeks 
are devoted to mining, eight weeks to ore dressing, and eight weeks 
tormelting. The fee for each of these branches is 18 marks (the 
mark being equal to 1s.). Each branch bas a special teacher, who 
directs the instruction of the student. The stndents in the practical 
preparatory course are occupied at the works on week days from 
6 A.M. tillnoon. The special teacher provides them with a qualified 
overseer Or workman for special instruction. The afternoon is de- 
voted to the preparation of a journa). Once a week the teacher who 
conducts the course gives a lecture on the work done and that pro- 
posed to be done next, looks through the journals, and fills up any 
op there may be in the knowledge of his students. 

hat the preliminary knowledge of the student entering upon the 
School of Mines course is ample is by this means guaranteed, and the

In the mining section BeRGASsEssOR KOHLER teaches 
for eight hours weekly, the text books principally used being those 
of SERLO, GATZSCHMANN, and RITTINGER, and the course includ- 
ing the study of special deposits. Classification, characteristics of 
mineral deposits in brief abstract in reference to the special course 
on this subject.

the mining indastry during the last few years, they would see the 
necessity of a considerable increase in the number of Inspectors. 
With the present staff it was a physical impossibility that there 
should be a thorough inspection of mines. Very few members had 
an idea of the area of these mines, and it was no child’s play to 
examine the workings as they ought to be examined. The mines 
were also increasing in depth, and if inspection was far from satis- 
factory in 1872, what must it be now considering the enormous in- 
crease of output since that time? The working miners would like 
very much to see some proportion of the persons employed in inspec- 
tion taken from the ranks of the men themselves, but not necessarily 
as Inspectors. The only point he would insist upon was that a 
sufficient number of capable and efficient men should be appointed. 
The increase of education among the miners, many of whom studied 
scientific questions, led him to.think that the spirit of exclusivencss 
which had so long characterised the service might to a great exter 
be broken through, and men from the ranks might be employed as 
assistants or sub-Inspectors. Two objections would be raised to this 
snegestion, and the first would be on the ground of the increased 
cost, Fle did not at all undervalue that objection.

But at all 
events in the administration of these questions he had always de- 
sired to take the rigorous view of the matter, and when a doubtful 
question arose he had always urged the Inspectors to take that course 
which was most likely to secure safety. With reference to closed 
Jamps in mines he might point out that mines differed immensely in 
their character. Some mines were much more dangerous than others 
in consequence of defective ventilation, and some mines were more 
fiery than others. As he had already suggested to a deputation of 
miners from South Wales, inspection was of very little use unless 
the precautions recommended by the Inspectors were accepted and 
enforced by the miners themselves. Only a few months ago he re- 
ceived from an Inspector a recommendation that the use of closed 
lamps should be enforced in a mine in South Wales. He did not 
wish to mention the name of the mine, but he might state that he 
received the most vehement remonstrances against the order which 
issued from the Home Office that closed lamps would be in- 
sisted upon in this mine, He received communications on the sub- 
ject from hon. members who were connected with the district, anda 
deputation from the miners themselves waited upon him to protest 
against the hardship and injustice of that precaution which had been 
taken for securing the safety of human life. The miners said it 
placed them at a disadvantage and caused inconvenience, and they 
wished him to rescind the regulation, but his answer to them was 
that he could not assume such a responsibility. He thought his hon. 
friend had amply made out his case with regard to the Inspectors. 
In consequence of the great consumption of coal in this country 
mines were going deeper and deeper, and consequently they became 
more difficult to manage. Since the great famine, as it was called, 
of iron and coal in 1873, there had been an immense extension of 
the works of the mines. His hon. friend had referred to one of the 
most difficult practical questions of administration that could pos- 
sibly arise. It was admitted that a certain amount of inspection 
was necessary in order for security, but it was quite impossible for 
the Government to undertake such a constant inspection as would 
be in itself a guarantee of security. If they were to attempt to do 
so the responsibility of the managers of mines would be destroyed. 
It is here that the real difficulty exists. To transfer any of the 
responsibility for the safe working of our mines from the owners to 
the Government would be in the highest degree inimical to the 
safety of the miners; and in expressing this view it is not merely 
the assertion of an opinion, since long experience in Belgium, where 
ofticial inspection is carried to the extreme limit, has proved not 
only that no improvement follows, but shat the death-rate among 
colliers is considerably lower in well-inspected Great Britain than 
in over-inspected Belgium. But to return to Sir W. Harcourt’s re- 
marks, he continued that a statutory regulation which he had strin- 
gently enforced required that a visitation of the mine should be 
made before the men went down. This was one of the greatest 
securities, and he could not relieve the owners and managers of 
mines from the responsibility which that regulation entailed, If a 
mine were fiery it might become dangerous in an hour, The stroke 
of a pick might open a vein from which the gas issued, and no in- 
spection could guarantee that mine from a danger which might 
spring up ina moment. Therefore, it would be simply misleading 
the House and the miners if he were to represent that the Govern- 
ment could undertake the task of appointing such a staff of Inspec- 
tors as would supersede the responsibility of a daily and weekly 
management of the mine. To du that would necessitate the ap- 
pointment of a Government manager for every mine, who would 
nave to be there constantly. He hoped his hon. friend would be 
satisfied with perceiving from the observations he had made to the 
House that he was with him in the sense of his motion. With re- 
gard to the class of men who were to be employed, he must also re- 
quest his hon. friend not to expect him to give any definite pledges. 
He had already made with great success the experiment of introduc- 
ing into the factories’ inspection men of the class who were inte- 
rested in the inspection. It would be a great evil to introduce class 
considerations in these appointments—to appoint Inspectors who 
were adverse either to employers or to workmen. It would be intro- 
ducing class distinctions to determine that any employment of this 
character should be confined to a particular class exclusive of the 
rest; this would be the worst of all class distinctions. It was most 
desirable to give the miners confidence in the inspection, to let them 
feel that the Inspectors were chosen, not because they belonged to 
one class or another, but because they were thoroughly conversant 
with the subject. Another feeling which had influenced him in| 
making the experiment he had was that the industrial classes of the 
country, who formed the great majority of the community, should 
feel that they had their share in the civil service of the country. 
Nothing could be more beneficial in the progress of modern civilisa- 
tion than the breaking down of the walls of partition which had | 
separated classes, Differences which had existed between the higher 
and the middle classes had been very much removed within our life- 
time. The educational disadvantages of the weekly wage class 
were gradually disappearing, and, as the obstacle of imperfect edu- 
cation was removed, he hoped there would be greater interchange 
and community between all classes. It would be well to proceed | 
cautiously upon this principle, or a mistake would be injurious to all | 
concerned, 
Another speaker, who made observations well worthy of the consi- | 
deration of the colliers, as well asof the mineowners, was Sir Hussey 
Vivian, who remarked that the matter referred to in the resolution 
was one he had had under his consideration from the time he entered | 
the House, There could be no doubt on one point, and that was, 
that responsibility must rest upon the mineowners. It would be a 
dangerous thing to introduce anything which relieved the mine | 
owner from responsibility. But there was no reason to fear that, by | 
increasing the inspectorate, responsibility would be taken off the | 
shoulders of owners. The owner who conducted his mine ina proper | 
manner did not fear inspection—on the contrary, he always wel- | 
comed it; because the more information an owner obtained the | 
better was he able to maintain the efficiency of the management, If 
mines were {conducted in an improper or niggardly manner, it was 
well that they should be under constant inspection. It was impos- 
sible to overrate the dangers which might result from niggardli- 
ness, If anything could be done to prevent danger it was the 
bounden duty of owners to do it. It was inevitable that there should 
be risk and danger in the business, as much so as in the manufac- 
ture of gunpowder or fireworks; but this risk ought to be reduced 
toaminimum, As to the loss of life in South Wales, it was just 
possible that the statistics that had been quoted might be explained 
by a single accident in which a large number of men were con- 
cerned, As to falls from the roof, it might be that the system of 
timbering in the North, where each man timbered for himself, was 
the better system; but men did not like to change their habits; and | 
in South Wales there was a strong feeling against the double shift 
system which prevailed in the Northof England. The loss that oc- 
curred from a single accident outweighed any advantage to be gained 
from unduly stinting expense, and it was, therefore, the first interest 
of the owner to prevent accident. The very best agent he ever had 
was &@ man who rose from the ranks, whe began as a door boy; and 
if he wanted to provide for the proper management of a colliery he 
should tike to havea man of that class as his most important under- 
ground manager, rather than a young gentleman brought up ina 
kid-glove school and taught high engineering. 
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| siderations, hope would very speedily have given place to certainty, 


had had hitherto were men of a most excellent and praiseworthy 


class, who had done their duty in the most self-sacrificing manner, 


and had been the first to be ready to risk their lives whenever a 
terrible explosion had occurred ina mine. At the same time he 
desired tosee them aided by men who had been thoroughly and 
practically acquainted with the workings of mines from their 
boyhood. 

Referring to the duties and responsibilities of the men, Sir J. 
Pease remarked that one point which he was anxious to see carried 
out in the inspection of mines was that the responsibility should not 
be taken off the men themselves. There was an important clause in 
the Mines Inspection Act which gave men the power to examine any 
mine at any time-~a power which he should be glad to see the men 
put more frequently in force. It was on the intelligence of the men 
themselves that they should rely in future for the prevention of 
those mining disasters rather than on any system of Government in- 
spection.—Mr. Thompson said that instead of expending a great deal 
of money on the Inspectors, who no doubt did their work remark- 
ably well, some plan should be devised of paying one or two men in 
each colliery to institute a weekly or monthly inspection. If this 
system was adopted, he believed a great deal of money could be 
saved to the country and much more efficiency would be attained in 
inspection than at present existed. The causes of accident in mines 
were threefold—gas explosion, falling of the roof, and disobedience 
to orders. Disobedience to orders was one of the great evils which 
mineowners had to contend against. No doubt the better class of 
workmen in the collieries set themselves against the men who broke 
the rules, but having no power to interfere they could not prevent 
the disobedience. If they had a few selected men acting under an 
Inspector, and who had some power to interfere in the case of dis- 
obedience to the rules, he believed a great many accidents in mines 
could be prevented. 

Mr. Cubitt said that with reference to the extension of powers of 
inspection, the House must always bear in mind that inspection alone 
could never prevent accidents. Inspection might do a great deal in 
ascertaining the probable causes to which accidents were due, and 
in indicating how accidents might be prevented, but accidents could 
not be prevented by an extended system of inspection. With regard 
to the character of the inspection, he desired to point out that in all 
cases where Inspectors were employed by the State, especially with 
regard to this particular class of work, they should not be hostile 
critics either of the owner or of the men. They ought to be the 
friends of the employer and the employed ; and the real value of a- 
good Inspector was, in the first place, in this--that he extracted the 
best information on the subject he had to deal with; and, secondly, 
that he could give advice. It was of the greatest importance, he 
believed, that the Inspectors who were appointed should be men who 
were capable from their experience, from their knowledge, from their 
character, and other considerations to give advice and help to the 
employer and also to the men themselves. In the result the motion 
was negatived, but Mr. Burt may be congratulated upon having 
directed prominent attention to the matter in a way that cannot fail 
to prove of ultimate benefit to all concerned.

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 
July 10.—The improved tin statistics, notwithstanding the small

Mr. Basset’s wise action in the remission of the dues will also help 
very materially. But we are again forced to the enquiry, “ Why 
should we talk of remission of dues in such acase?” If there are 
no profits the lord has nothing to sell; if he has nothing to sell there 
is no moral claim to be paid, and there ought not to be any legal. 
However, this is the position in which things are, and as no one really 
will grapple with the matter it must be made the best of. Mr. 
Basset herein has done well. 

A curious illustration of the way in which after so many years of 
legislation and inspection dangers still lurk in the mining districts 
has just been supplied at Illogan. A young miner named Tresidder, 
of Carnkie, while playing at hide-and-seek, fell into an old shaft 
which had not been used for some time, the top being overgrown 
with furze and ferns, and which neither he nor his companions seem 
to have known was there. His comrades, not observing him fall, 
had the impression that he had outwitted them and gone home, and 
they also went home after they had finished their game, while the 
poor fellow who had fallen about 10 fms. on some rotten timber 
remained in this perilous position ali night, being afraid to move 
lest the timber should give way and he should fall further. His 
mother, who was greatly alarmed at his non-appearance waited up 
and searched for him all night, and on the following morning dis- 
covered the shaft and called to her son, who replied. Assistance 
was procured, and he was released from his dangerous position and 
conveyed to the Miners’ Hospital at Redruth. Mr. Carlyon, surgeon, 
who attended him, found that his leg had been fractured, and that 
he had sustained other severe injuries, besides a severe shock to 
his system. His mother, too, suffered severely from anxiety. The 
shaft had apparently been forgotten by all the young people in 
the neighbourhood. 








REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


July 10.—Not much change has taken piace in the Iron and Steel 
trades of Derbyshire or Yorkshire of late, and neither can be said 
to be in altogether satisfactory state. Of course there are excep- 
tions in the case of specialities and goods that are generally reqnired 
at certain seasons of the year. In Derbyshire, however, the pro- 
duction of pig-iron is considerably below what it has usually been, 
not so much being sent away into other districts. Still something 
like an average is being observed at the extensive foundries engaged 
in the production of all kinds of pipes, pillars, and heavy castings. 
A good deal is also required for the rolling mills, although these do 
not work up so much as they formerly did for some of the speciali- 
ties which at one time were peculiar to the Derbyshire forges, such 
as girders, are now brought in large quantities from Be!gium to 
England, and sold below what our own manufacturers can produce 
them. The consequence is that not so much is now heard about 
girders at the Butterley and Codnor Park Works. Still there is every 
appearance that though vast establishments with machinery for the 
production of almost every kind of iron, with a considerable number 
of collieries and ironstone mines will again be in a highly flourishing 
state, backed up as they are by almost unlimited capital and com- 
mercial enterprise. 

In a few branches of the Sheffield trade a slight improvement has 
to be noted, but taken altogether the trade is anything but good. 
Brown and Cammell’s are doing well in armour-plates, and there is 
a fair output of crucible steel castings. Makers of Bessemer con- 
tinue to be kept tolerably well going, and home orders are now in 
hand for steel rails, for maintaining the prive of which it is said a 
“ring “has been formed by the English and Continental makers. 
rhe competition, indeed, has reazhed such a point that profits were 
left out of the question, so it was time something was done. Some of 
the leading cutlery houses are rather better off than they were, but 
the improvement has related to the better kinds of table and fancy 
pocket knives. Makers of hay-forks have got over their busy time, 
but it may be said that there is a heavy importation of such goods 
from Germany, where they can be made so much lower than in 
Sheffield. In wheels and axles a fair amount of business is being 
lone, for mining as well as for railway purposes, and wagon builders 
in particular, have been doing well for a considerable time past. 
Foundry material has also improved, especially as regards steam and 
other pipes, cooking-ranges, ornamental stoves, and gas appliances. 

There is nothing new to report with respect to the Coal Trade, 
which is anything but good in either Derbyshire or the West Riding, 
The actual condition will be best judged by the following state- 
ment with respect to the coal traffic by railway to London. 

During June the trade done in coal with the Metropolis, especially 
from the inland collieries sending by railway, was considerably 
less than in any previous month of the year, the falling off having 
been no less than 68,000 tons as compared with May. On the other 
hand, an increased tonnage was sent by sea, especially from the 
North of England, so that the competition between the sea-borne 
coal and that carried by railway has been sufficiently keen to keep 
prices down to a low and unremunerative point. It may be said that 
a good deal of the coal sent by sea to the Thames is for the vessels 
in the river, and for this description of fuel there is no competition 
on the part of the inland colliery owners, as there is a charge of 
2s, 6d. per ton for lighterage on all coal sent from the railway to any 
of the docks where the steamers may be. But, as regards the railway 
companies, it may be said that there has been considerable competi- 
tion for the metropolitan coal traffic,and to the advantage of one or 
two of them the Midland has kept its position well for many years, 
carrying considerable more than any other line, and, indeed, averag- 
ing nearly as much as is carried by any other two lines. The Great 
Northern, which at one time, took most of its coals from South York- 
shire ; but now looks more to Derbyshire and Nottinghamshire, has 
not made any progress of late years, although at one time it carried 
considerably more coal to London than any other line. At one 
period, indeed, the Great Northern was credited with carrying 18 per 
cent. of all the coal that entered London by railway, the Midland 
taking 33 per cent,, and the Great Western 13 per cent., and the 
London and North-Western 20 percent. Taking the last six months, 
however, the Midland carried 33 per cent., the London and North- 
Western 22 per cent., and the Great Northern and Great Western 
16 per cent. each; whilst the Great Eastern took 13 per cent., and 
| the smaller lines 1 per cent. amongst them. The decline, so far as 
the Great Northern is concerned, has fallen principally upon the 
colliery owners of South Yorkshire, and who in consequence, having 
been looking forward with no ordinary interest to the completion

But it is a better price for 
produce that is most wanted. With only a fair average copper 
standard Clitters would have been 1000/. better off, and instead of 


showing a small credit balance on the four months only, would have | 


been able to pay a substantial dividend. However, as things are, it 
is something to be able to make profits at all in a copper mine in the 
west. 

There have been some notable visitors at Dolcoath, the Governor 
of Perak, and it is said two Indian Rajahs, who were shown over that 
famous mine by Captain Josiah Thomas. 

Happily there now seems no danger of the restriction of dressing 
operations by shortness of water, which the circumstances impelled 
us to forecast by way of caution in our last.

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REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE. 
July 10.—An extremely dull tone prevails all through the coal 
trade of this district, and the indifference with which the ibili- 
ties of a strike in the West Lancashire district are regarded is in 
itself an indication of the general depression which at present exists. 
Supplies are so plentiful, and the requirements of consumers so 
limited that if even a number of the collieries which are now only 
running about half time were stop altogether for a few weeks 
the market would not be very seriously affected, and consumers 
would certainly have no need for any great concern as to the con- 
tinuance of sufficient supplies to cover their requirements. Conse- 
quently no anxiety is being shown to give out orders in anticipation 
of a possible strike, and for quantities sales are still being pushed at 
under current rates. 

All classes of round coal are very bad tosell. The better qualities 
for house-fire pu are quite a drug in the market, and the 
weight of orders given out for these is extremely small. The com- 
moner sorts meet with a moderate demand for ironmaking and 
steam purposes, but the supplies are largely in excess of require- 
ments. Quoted rates are nominally without change, but except for 
small retail sales list rates are practically ignored, and where col- 
liery proprietors have stocks to move away orders in bulk are taken 
at just what prices can be got in the open market, so that it may be 
said there are really no actually fixed rates. Best Wigan Arley 
average about 8s. 6d. to 9s. per ton at the we ; second qualities about 
7s., or evena little less; Pemberton Four-feet, 6s. to 7s. ; and common 
round coal, 5s. to 5s. 6d. per ton. 

Engine classes of fuel move off moderately well, but the strike in 
the cotton trade has a tendency to restrict requirements, and except 
that some of the better qualities of slack are not over abundant, 
supplies generally are plentiful, and burgy hangs on the market. 
At the pit mouth burgy averages about 4s. 6d. to 4s. 9d. ; best slack, 
4s., up to 4s. 3d. in some exceptional cases, and ordinary qualities 
about 3s. 6d. to 3s. 9d. per ton. 

In the Shipping Trade there is a fair amount of activity, but the 
prices which have to be taken are so low that it would appear sales 
are made more with the view of clearing away stocks than because 
they represent anything like remunerative business. Delivered at the 
High Level, Liverpool, or the Garston Docks, good Lancashire steam 
coal does not average more than 7s, to 7s. 3d. per ton. . 

With regard to the wages question in West Lancashire, the colliery 
proprietors at the Conference held in Liverpool yesterday took up 
precisely the position I indicated in my last week’s report, and in 
the face of the fact that the wages they are paying are 10 per cent. 
below the rate which is being paid in other districts, they have, as 
I intimated, adhered firmly to their decision to enforce the reduc- 
tion, and have declined even to entertain the proposition of the men 
to postpone the matter for another month. That there will be any 
serious strike against the reduction is not anticipated, bat as I have 
previously pointed out, itis not improbable that there may bea 
temporary stoppage of work at some of the pits. 

In the Iron Trade business, in all branches continues in a de- 
pressed condition; and, so far as the outlook for the future is con- 
cerned, there is still an absence of any prospective source likely to 
develope activity. In pig-iron a weak tone still prevails, and a strong 
persistent effort is evidently being made by buyers to force down 
prices still lower by holding back orders as long as they possibly 
can. For months past forge proprietors have been buying com- 
paratively little or nothing, and in many cases they have not even 
been taking the deliveries of the iron they have under contract. 
Lancashire makers are holding for 42s. 64., less 24,as their minimum 
for forge and foundry qualities delivered equal to Manchester, but 
in district brands there are low sellers, and Lincolnshire can be got 
at 41s. 6d. to 42s. 6d., less 24, delivered here, with Derbyshire brands 
offering at very little above the price asked for Lincolnshire. For 
finished iron rather more enquiries are reported, and buyers find it 
somewhat more difficult to place orders at under 5/.

REPORT FROM NORTH WALES, SALOP, AND CARDIGAN 


July 10.—The recent reduction in the prices of slates seems to 
resolve itself into a competition between the quarries of Carnarvon 
and Merioneth. The former started with a reduction of 10 per 
cent,, and the latter quickly followed suit with a reduction of 20 per 
cent. Nobody that youspeak tosupposesthatasingle slate extra will be 
sold because of this reduction. Indeed, if there has been a change 
since it took place it has been one for the worse. I never saw the 
port of Carnarvon present a Jess animated appearance than it did 
last Friday. “ What are you doing?” I askedofaskipper. “ Wait- 
ing for orders, Sir,” was the reply. “ And are all these ships doing 
thesame?” I added. “ Most of ’em, Sir,” was the answer. A move 
forward is taking place in the principal quarries of Nantlle Vale by 
the adoption of sawing machinery. Hitherto the process of cutting 
slate blocks to about the size required in the Carnarvonshire quar- 
ries has been by cutting a nick on each side of the block, setting it 
on edge, and hitting it a sharp blow with a wooden hammer. This 
is an antiquated process, which by leaving the edge of the blocks in 
amore or less jagged form occasion much waste, but the Carnarvon- 
shire people have clang to it until now. Now, however, they have 
woke up to the importance of having saw-tables, by means of which 
the slate blocks will be cut to the exact length required. The 
Dorothea Quarry, Nantlle, has adopted 12 of these, and is abou to be 
supplied with more. The Tal-y-sarn Quarry is following suit. 
Talking to one of the few owners of successful lead mines at pre- 
sent working in North Wales yesterday, he shook his head gravely 
as I suggested that the lowest — in lead mining had now been 
reached. -Yevertheless, let us hope that it has. We seem to have 
reached another stage in the drama of the Cambrian mines, and, 
let us hope, a bright and successful stage. It remains now to be 
seen what, with good mining and financing, can really bedone. No 
one can wish otherwise than for a successful and prosperous future 
for these mines. Since the stoppage of these and other neighbour- 
ing mines the village of Talybont, which I have heretofore described 
as the land of Goshen of miners, has been like a village of the dead. 
During the last few weeks extreme dulness has been creeping over 
the coal trade. Some important collieries are not making more than 
half-time, and the rest are accumulating stocks very rapidly. This 
is owing in part to the summer weather, but chiefly to the falling off 
in exports from Birkenhead. Probably this depression wil] prevent 
the men being affected by the disturbances which are going on be- 
tween men and masters in Lancashire and North and South Stafford- 
shire. 

The depression in the Potteries continues. The home trade is very 
bad, and, although more orders are coming in from America, the 
trade is in a very unsatisfactory state. The works intended for 
the manufacture of steel at Brymbo, near Wrexham, are approach- 
ing completion, and extensive additions are being made to the iron- 
works at Southsea, in the same neighbourhood, But it needsa large 
amount of faith to build new works as prices are now; lower it is 
scarcely possible for them to be. The trade best employed is, per- 
haps, that of fire-brick and terra cotta. The old works are well em- 
ployed, An extensive new one, near Ruabon, seems to have got into 
full swing, and the New British Iron Company are now working 
those at Plasynwern, near the same village. A railway extension is 
now proposed from Whitchurch to Stafford, which, if carried through, 
will complete a scheme that was before the public some 12 years ago: 








TRADE IN SOUTH WALES. 


July 10.—The pressure of trade at Cardiff and Newport is again 
becoming manifest, and merchants are full of business. Cardiff sent 
away last week 148,550 tons foreign and coastwise, and 6250 tons of 
patent fuel; Newport, 43,158 tons foreign and 20,426 coastwise ; 
Swansea shipments only amount to 14,017 tons foreign, and about 
14,000 tons coastwise, with 2246 tons patent fuel, Steam coal is in 
good demand. House coal is quiet. 

The proprietors of the Cribbwr Main Colliery have just proved the 
“Lantern” seam of coal. The coal is of a splendid quality, 4 ft. 
thick, with an excellent roof. The workings will be opened in a few 
weeks. The colliery is in the Garw Valley, in the neighbourhood of 
Bridgend, about 20 miles from Cardiff. 

The Forest of Dean coal trade is in a somewhat sluggish condi- 
tion, although the amount shipped from Lydney last month shows a | 
slight improvement upon the corresponding month last year.

Iron ore arrived at Car- 
diff to the extent of 6751 tons from Bilbao, and 457 tons from other 
places.

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PROGRESS OF COMMERCE: 


The Board of Trade Returns for the past month, issued on Tuesday 
last, are decidedly unfavourable; but much of the falling off shown 
may be attributed to the occurence of the Whitsuntide holidays at 
the commencement of the month instead of during the previous 
month, as was the case last year. June last, besides, included one 
more Sunday than the corresponding month of 1883. However much 
these circumstances may be worth, and the practical suspension of 
work and business generally for a week during Whitsuntide in the 
manufacturing districts is an important fact, the result remains that 
British and Irish exports were valued at 18,649,000/., or a decrease 
of 7 per cent. compared with June, 1883. Of imports the total was 
29,053,000/., or as much as 214 per cent. less; while the export of 
foreign and colonial produce was 6,628,000/., a diminution of 44 

r cent. 

Peaithough, of course, a month’s returns may be somewhat uncer- 
tain, owing, as in the present instance, to the intervention of holi- 
days or adverse and stormy weather, which may equally retard 
shipments, the broad results of six months’ trading may be relied 
upon as some real indication of the state of affairs, and these now 
complete for the first half of the year showed modified depression. 
The exports for that period were 115,621,000/., or a reduction of 1 
per cent. on the corresponding half of 1883; while the imports were 
198,981,0002,, being i per cent. less. The export of foreign and 
colonial produce for the same period was 33,854,000/., an increase on 
the other hand of 6 per cent. 

The chief feature for the month is again the falling off in all 
classes of imports, more especially in corn, cotton, and wool, the 
arrivals of wheat alone being nearly 60 per cent. under those of the 
corresponding month. Since harvest the imports of wheat has been 
9,320,000 quarters, against 12,747,000 quarters in the previous season. 
Among the exports of British and Irish produce the falling off was 
also pretty general, but chiefly apparent in respect of yarns and 
textile manufactures. A largely reduced shipment in chemical pro- 
ducts is significant, and an important reduction in the export of 
machinery is a satisfactory feature. 

Turning to metals we find that while the quantities received from 
or sent abroad have been increased, values have not shown an 
equivalent augmentation, and in some cases have actually declined. 
As regard exports those of coal have not been maintained as of late, 
but in iron and steel, while the tonnage fell off 15 per cent., the value 
was as much as 22 per cent. less. The shipments of copper ore were 
40 per cent. greater, and the value 23 percent. in excess of last year. 
The wrought metal also showed an increase, nevertheless the value 
declined. Of tin the export was smaller by 22 per cent. in quantity, 
and 30 per cent. in value, and of lead 40 and 45 per cent. respectively. 
Among imports those of copper ore increased 12 per cent. in quantity, 
against nearly 30 per cent. in value; the arrivals of regulus were on 
asmaller scale, but copper partly wrought was more freely to hand. 
The import of tin was nearly 6 per cent. less in quantity, and quite 
15 per cent. in value, and that of lead although the tonnage was 
almost 10 percent, more, the value was little short of 4 per cent. less, 
while iron ore, pyrites, quicksilver, and zinc all more or less declined. 
The export of foreign and colonial copper and tin, however, was more 
satisfactory, the former being about 10 per cent. quantity and 
value in excess of last year, and the latter 7 per cent. in quantity, 
and representing no less than 52 per cent. in value. 








AMERICAN EXHIBITION IN EUROPE, LONDON, 1886. 

A new departure in International Exhibitions will, it is said, be 
made in the year 1886, precisely 101 years since John Adams, the 
first Minister of the United States who came on a friendly mission 
to Great Britain, presented his credentials to King George III. An 
American Exhibition is to be opened in London on May 1, 1886. 
The United States Government, the Governors of the several States 
and Territories, the great civic and commercial corporations, and a 
large number of the most distinguished and eminent citizens, in- 
cluding many of the largest American manufacturers, merchants, 
and producers, having expressed approval, a complete representation 
will be given of the manufactures, employments, arts and produc- 
tions of the principal nation of the New World. 

Americans are indefatigable in visiting Europe, and are diligent 
students of its antiquities. They have been hitherto less zealous to 
offer to general inspection the treasures of their own vast dominions ; 
although there is so much of the highest interest in their cities and 
factories, their fields, streams, and forests, as well as in the indus- 
trious lives of their miners and fishers, their herdsmen and husband- 
men, The wonders of the Yosemite Valley, the harbour of San 
Francisco (the Golden Gate), the prairies and the Yellowstone Park, 
the Mammoth Caves of Kentucky, Plymouth Rock, the Bartholdi 
Monument and New York Harbour, will all be illustrated in the 
coming Exhibition. 

The principal phases of American life will be represented in the 
Exhibition, from a broker's office in Wall-street to the camp fires of 
Nevada. A Californian wine shop; Florida fruit stores; Indian 
canoe makers and mat weavers; ice drink pavilions and bars; 
restaurants with the products of the Eastern and Pacific Coast, jthe 
Northern and the Southern States, characteristically prepared and 
served by white and coloured male and female cooks and waiters, 
will help to mark the peculiarities and variety of American social 
development. There will be a Press pavilion, an Atlantic Cable 
office, an electrical elevated railway, and reproductions of the facades 
and interiors of remarkable hotels and public buildings. 

A separate hall (the Artizans’ Hall) will be devoted to the handi- 
crafts pursued by white, Chinese, Indian and Negro men and girls. 
The labour-saving machinery by which manual toil is reduced to a 
minimum will be plentifally exhibited. The systems of working the 
great trunk railways and canals, the oil wells, the coal and silver 
mines, will be shown, together with the machinery and organisation 
by which American manufactures are produced. Not only sightseers, 
kut manufacturers, landowners, commercial men, farmers, all who 
are interested in stock-raising, and all who think of emigration, will 
find much to study in the Exhibition. Some of the results of the 
Exhibition will therefore certainly be to increase the investments of 
capital in American enterprises, to attract a higher class of settlers 
to the United States, and to increase the export trade of America, 
while affording to Europeans valuable lessons on the improved modes 
of production stimulated in America by expensive labour. It is anti- 
cipated that the Federal Government, the War Department, the Navy 
Department, the Department of Agriculture, and the Bureau of 
Education will be fully represented. 

Of course the characteristic amusements of the American veople 
will not be forgotten. At an American theatre performances will 
be given by American actors, and by the negro singers who keep 
alive the reminiscences of plantation life and minstrelsy. Eminent 
mpresarios and artists have offered valuable advice and counsel as 
to the management of the art department, the theatre and the con- 
) cert room. A number of the best known American artists, in Europe 
and America, have undertaken to furnish the fine art galleries, and 
amongst many other works will be portraits of the most prominent 
personages—soldiers, preachers, bankers, writers, mercliants, lawyers, 
politicians, actors—of the United States. There will be in connec- 
tion with the Exhibition such sports as may be practicable, includin 
oller-skating, base ball playing, la crosse, trotting matches, rifle aa 
evolver practice, American bicycling tournaments, billiards, and 
~- a variations of every sport which is popular in the old 

ry. 

Arrangements are being made for an invitation by the Freemasons 
f England to delegates of the American Freemasons to appear at 
he opening ceremonies.

DESCRIPTIVE MINERALOGY. 


The excellence of Longmans’ Text-Books of Science is so widely 
recognised that the fact of a work obtaining admission to that serief 
is alone an important recommendation with a very large class os 
students, and the new volume just issued—Text-Book of Descriptive 
Mineralogy. By HiLARyY BAUERMAN, F.G.S., A.R.S.M. London: 
Longmans—will certainly not lessen the favourable opinion enter- 
tained with regard to them. The volume contains a thoroughly 
sound general outline of the subject, ample space being found for 
dealing with those minerals about which the student will desire to 
have details, by omitting those which from their rarity or from some 
other special circumstance is not likely to interest him. With re- 
gard to the illustrations the author mentions that he has been for- 
tunate enough to acquire the wood-blocks used in “ Brooke and 
Miller,” which have been generally regarded as the best examples of 
their class ever executed, and he has used a selection of these in pre- 
ference to perspective projections. The classification adopted is 
Rammelsberg’s. The introductory chapter is succeeded by chapters 
on native elements, arsenides and antimonides, sulphides, sulpho- 
salts, oxides, silicates, hydrous silicates, titanates, niobates, tungstates, 
molybdates and chromates, sulphates, phosphates, arseniates, and 
vanadiates, borates, carbonates and nitrates, haloid salts, and mine- 
rals of organic origin, The descriptions are arranged in the usual 
order—form, structure, composition, occurrence, and distribution— 
and the author’s observations on names of minerals and classification 
will be subjoined in full. 

The specific names applied to minerals are, he says, either old words 
forming part of the ordinary current language of the country, or, 
what is more commonly the case, new creations founded on the 
names of persons or localities, or upon some peculiarity of the sub- 
stance, physical or chemical; the usual practice being to add the 
termination ite or lite to the selected word, from the analogy of the 
Greek lithos. When the final letter of the word is a vowel the ter- 
mination ne is often used; thus the minerals dedicated to Sir H. 
Davy and the Abbé Haiiy have been named respectively Davyne 
and Haiiyne, these forms being more euphonious than the corre- 
sponding words terminating in ite. In France and Italy the same 
general practice prevails, but in Germany and Scandinavia the equi- 
valent termination it or ith is used instead of ite. The older names 
referred to as preceding the language of systematic mineralogy, are 
derived partly from classical antiquity, especially from the writings 
of Theophrastus and Pliny, and partly from the German writers of 
the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries. To the former we owe many 
of the names of minerals used as gems, such as diamond (adumas), 
sapphire (sapphirus), emerald (smaragdus), &c., as well as those of 
some of the commoner metallic ores, as pyrites, magnetite, and 
hematite ; and to the latter the names of the more abundant rock- 
forming minerals, such as quartz, felspar, hornblende, schorl, &c., 
most of which are, however, only reproductions of the current 
miners’ terms of the period. The use of complimentary names origi- 
nated with Werner, the oldest example being Toberite, named after 
Torber Bergmann. 

Local names were among the earliest in use, e.g., magnetite, named 
after Magnesia in Asia Minor, where the loadstone was found ; and 
copper, derived from the Latin cwprwm, called after the island of 
Cyprus; but their principal development is due to the necessities of 
modern mineralogy. When properly selected they are very con- 
venient, as serving to fix in the memory either the localities where 
minerals have been originally found, or where they are specially 
abundant, as, for example, Chessylite, applied to the blue hydrated 
carbonate of copper from Chessy, near Lyons, whence the finest 
examples have been derived; Anglesite, to sulphate of lead, from 
the original locality, Parys Mine, in Anglesea; Falunite, to a hy- 
drated silicate, first observed at the mines of Falun,in Sweden ; and 
many others. On the other hand, such names as Cornwallite, Erinite, 
and Piedmontite are too vague to serve as useful reminders of the 
localities whence the minerals so designated have been derived; 
while Towanite is an example of an inappropriate local name— 
that of a small Cornish harbour —for copper pyrites, which is 
of world-wide distribution: these may be regarded as models 
to be avoided. Names founded on physical or chemical pecu- 
liarities are mostly of modern, origin, and are generally com- 
pounded of Greek words with the systematic termination. Such 
are idocrase, from cidos, form, krasis, mixture, referring to the great 
number of observed forms; sarcolite, from sarkos, flesh, and lithos, 
from its pale red or flesh-coloured tint; and many others. As a 
rule, these names are among the most uncouth and inconvenient ; 
and as they are not unfrequently founded upon false analogies, some 
trivial character, or one that may be common to many other 
minerals, being selected, as a specific distinction, knowledge of their 
etymology is not always an advantage as an aid to the memory. 
Names of this kind are largely used in the class of silicates, and more 
particularly in the group known as zeolites. 

Owing to the great diversity of opinion as to the value of specific 
names as adopted by different authors, the use of synonyms becomes 
a necessity in descriptive mineralogy. This is especially the case in 
comparing works written in different languages, the particular name 
current in one country being often represented by a synonym of 
equal value in another. Thus the mineral known as leucite in Eng- 
land and Germany, is generally called amphigéne by French and 
Italian mineralogists; idocrase, used in France and England, is 
equivalent to the German vesuvian, and so on. In other cases 
synonyms result from names independently given to particular 
varieties of minerals, which have afterwards been brought under 
the general name of pre-existing species. Such names are often 
very convenient when the varieties to which they are applied are 
well defined. When a selection has to be made among many 
synonyms, it is generally preferable to use the oldest and best esta- 
blished name, rather than a new one, even although the latter may 
be irreproachable in termination; and in the case of minerals 
worked as metallic ores, the ordinary commercial names should 
always be used where possible. Thus for all purposes copper pyrites, 
tinstone, and zinc blende are preferable to chalcopyrite, cassiterite, 
and sphalerite. 

In the earlier systems of mineralogy the classification was, as a 
rule, arbitrary, some prominent species being adopted as types of 
classes, to which others were referred by the use of analogies, mostly 
founded on physical properties. Thus we have in Werner’s systems 
of 1789-1816 classes of gems and stones, salifiable substances, pyrites, 
blendes, inflammable minerals, &c., giving an essentially incongruous 
grouping, though in many instances the associations were sufficiently 
natural. The same order was adopted by Mohs and Breithaupt, 
with the adoption of generic and specific nomenclature analogous to 
that of the biological sciences. This latter arrangement was tried 
by several authors in the interest of symmetry, but it has in all cases 
proved impracticable on the large scale; the objection of requiring 
two special names to indicate a mineral instead of one, being sutli- 
cient to condemn it for ordinary use. In the older chemical classi- 
fications, such as that of Berzelius, in 1816, the base or electro- 
positive element is adopted as the foundation of the group, all the 
compounds of one metal, such as calcium, lead, copper, magnesium, 
&e., being classified together. This has the inconvenience of mask- 
ing the isomorphous relations of the analogous compounds of 
different bases, and necessitates repetition where two or more bases 
of equal importance are present in the same substance, e.g., potassium 
and aluminium in felspar, kc. This is obviated in the second classi- 
fication of Berzelius according to the electro-negative components, 
all sulphides being grouped together without regard to the nature 
of their bases, except that of their molecular quantivalence. In 
this way the isomorphous relations of form to constitution, which is 
the only natural basis of classification, are brought out. In rare 
instances the formation of sub-groups, upon grounds that are mainly 
physical, becomes necessary, owing to the complication or uncer- 
tainty of the molecular constitution, these occurring mainly in the 


group of silicates.
